TREES. 


Purple-leaved  Japanese  Maple  (Acer  polymor- 
phum  vMr.  atrop  urpvreum) .  This  is  one  of  tiie 
"most  striking  of  all  the  loAv-growing  Maples,  it  be- 
ing a  small- sized  tree,  not  growing  over  6  ft.  in 
height.  Its  foliage  is  very  deeply  lobed  and  of  a 
very  dark  blood-red  color  when  coming  into  leaf  in

the  spring.  As  the  foliage  grows  older  it  changes  to 
a  very  much  brighter  color,  holding  this  shade  up  until 
frost.  The  tree  is  very  globular  in  its  habit  of 
growth,  and  is  excellent  for  lawn  planting.  This 
tree  after  becoming  well  established  is  perfectly 
hardv  and  stands  our  winter  without  becoiring  in  any 
way  injured.

Cut-leaved  Purple  Japanese  Maple  {Acer  poly - 
riiorphum  var.  dissect  am  atropurp  ureum) .  This  is 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  of  all  tlie  Japanese  ^Maples. 
The  foliage  is  very  deeply  and  finely  cut,  having  a 
decided   fern-like   appearance.    The   color   of  the 


foliage  is  the  same  as  the  preceding  Maple  and  holds 
its  color  equally  as  well.  Another  interesting  feature 
about  this  ]Maple  is  that  it  has  a  decided  weeping 
appearance,  although  it  is  not  by  any  means  a  weep- 
ing tree.  This  tree  is  also  dwarf-growing,  and  is  the 
most  desirable  of  the  dwarf-growing  trees.  Price,

Red-flowering  Horse  Chestnut  (Aescidus  Rip- 
pocastanev.ni  var.  rvhicynda).  This  tree  is  a  variety 
of  our  common  Horse  Chestnut,  although  it  is  not  so 
vigorous  in  its  habit  of  growth,  making  a  very  much 
smaller  tree.  The  leaves  of  this  tree  are  bright 
green.  It  blossoms  a  week  or  so  earlier  than  the 
common  Horse  Chestnut,  and  the  flowers  are  a  very 
showy  red.  It  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  the 
summer-flowering  trees.    Price,  4-5  f t  ,  81.00. 

Koelreuteria  paniculata.  This  is  one  of  the 
hardy  trees  from  the  north  of  China,  introduced  into 
England  somewhere  in  the  early  part  of  the  eigh- 
teenth century,  and  has  been  a  long  time  in  culture 
in  the  United  States,  although  it  is  not  generally 
known.  The  foliage  of  this  tree  is  more  or  less  cut, 
which  gives  ir  a  deciiled  feathery  appearance.  The 
leaves  are  of  a  yellow  tinge,  which  makes  quite  a 
contrast  to  the  other  foliage  trees.  The  flowers  are 
borne  on  long  spikes  at  the  end  of  the  branch,  and 
are  of  a  bright  golden-yellow.  This  tree  Avhile  young 
has  not  a  very  regular  habit  of  growth,  but  as  it 
grows  older  it  becomes  more  uniform,  and  makes  a 
pretty  lawn  tree.    Price,  5-7  ft.,  81.00. 

Tulip  Tree  (Liriodend.ron  tidipfera).  This  is  a 
much  taller  growing  tree  than  any  we  have  men- 
tioned. Of  course  everybody  is  more  or  less  ac- 
quainted with  this  tree.  It  is  a  forest  tree  native 
from  southern  Connecticut  to  all  south  of  Xew  York. 
It  is  particularly  hardy  here  in  the  north.  The  tree 
is  very  regular  in  its  habit  of  growth,  and  its  leaA'es 
are  truncate  in  shape.  The  flowers  are  borne  in  the 
month  of  June,  and  are  of  the  size  and  form  of  tulips. 
They  are  of  a  greenish-yellow.  This  is  one  of  the 
most  desirable    lawn  trees.    Price,  G-8  ft.,  81.00. 

Stag-horn  Sumac  {Rhus  typliina  var.  laciniaia) . 
This  is  one  of  the  newest  and  most  recent  introduc- 
tions of  the  Sumac  family. 

The  original  tree  was  found  by  Mr.  Manning  some 
years  ago.     (See  illustration  on  page  2.") 
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This  tree  groAvs  about  8  or  10  ft.  in  height, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  unique  of  all  of  our 
cut-leaved  trees.  The  foliage  is  very  finely 
cut  and  is  decidedly  fern-like  in  appearance. 
Its  autumn  coloring  is  of  the  brightest  of  hues, 
and  is  one  of  the  most  pleasing  trees  to  have 
on  your  lawn.  This  tree  has  an  advantage 
over  many  trees,  viz.,  that  it  will  do  quite 
well  in  very  light  and  barren  soils.  The 
branches  of  the  tree  are  covered  with  a  thick 
hairy  substance  which  gives  it  a  very  unique 
appearance  in  the  winter.    Price  $2.00. 

Tiger  Tail  Spruce  {Picea  polita) .  This  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  of  the  Spruces, 
being  very  regular  in  its  habit  of  growth,  with 
thickly  set  branches  covered  Avith  very  stiff, 
curved,  sharp-pointed  leaves  of  a  deep  green. 
This  tree  is  a  native  of  the  island  of  Mpon 
and  is  one  of  the  choicest  of  eA^ergreens.  Price,

Koster's  Blue  Spruce  {Picea 
var.  Kosteriana).  Every  person  Avho  is  inter- 
ested in  the  Rocky  Mountain  Blue  Spruce 
should  try  if  possible  to  give  this  variety  a 
place  on  his  laAA^n.  There  is  considerable 
trouble  in  getting  trees  of  a  high  blue  color. 
This  tree  is  imported  and  derives  its  name 
from  its  introducer.    This  variety  is  a  grafted

tree,  and  the  scions  are  selected  from  the  trees  of 
the  highest  possible  color,  and  they  are  the  very  best- 
shaped  trees  that  a  person  can  buy.  No  person  hav- 
ing a  nice  place  should  be  Avithout  one  or  two  speci- 
mens of  this  variety.

Swiss  Stone  Pine  {Piiiv.s  Cemhra).  This  is  one 
of  the  most  desirable  of  all  the  Pines,  growing 
very  much  after  the  style  of  our  common  White  Pine, 
although  it  is  much  denser  and  smaller  in  its  habit  of 
groAvth.  The  color  of  the  foliage  and  the  length  of 
the  needles  are  very  similar  to  our  Common  White 
Pine.

SHRUBS 


Aralia  pentaphylla  {Acanthopanax  spinosa). 
This  is  a  very  upright-groAving  shrub,  suitable  for 
individual  planting  or  planting  among  other  trees. 
The  foliage  is  of  a  very  bright  glossy  green  ;  and  the 
long  slender  branches  are  of  a  very  light  gray  color 
Avith  more  or  less  spines.  The  floAvers  on  this  plant 
are  inconspicuous.  It  is  only  desired  on  account  of 
its  bright,  glossy  colored  foliage.  Price,  3-4  ft.,  50 
cents. 


Golden-barked  Cornel  (Cornus  siolonifera  var. 
aurea).  This  plant  is  entirely  different  from  any  of 
tlie  cornels  that  are  noAv  in  cultivation.  The  bark, 
instead  of  being  the  brilliant  red  color  of  most  of  the 
cornels,  is  of  a  bright  yelloAv.  The  flowers  are  Avhite, 
borne  at  the  end  of  the  branches,  and  ,are  in  flat 
cymes.  This  plant  Avould  be  very  desirable  for 
massing  purposes  Avhere  a  person  desires  a  Avinter 
effect  of  its  bark.     This  could  be  also  used  together 
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with  the  other  varieties  of  cornels.  On  account  of  its 
bright  yellow  color  it  makes  a  very  striking  con- 
trast.

Corked -barked  Spindle  Tree  {Euonymns  ala- 
tus).  This  is  a  very  rare  Japanese  shrub  growing 
about  6  ft.  in  height.  All  of  its  branches  are  covered 
with  a  very  prominent  corky  bark  which  gives  it  a 
very  interesting  effect.  It  is  very  pleasing  in  the  fall 
on  account  of  the  brilliant  crimson  coloring  of  its 
leaves.

Cut-leaved  Golden  Elder  (Sambucus  racemosus 
var.  plumosa  foliis  aurea).  Tliis  is  one  of  the  new 
acquisitions  of  the  Elder  family.  The  foliage  is  very 
finely  cut,  and  its  color  is  somewhat  similar  to  the 


common  Golden  Elder.  The  cut-leaved  foliage  gives 
it  a  decided  feathery  and  pleasing  effect.

Viburnum  plicatum  tomentosum.  This  is  a 
fertile  specimen  of  the  Japanese  Snowball.  Viburnum 
plicatum  is  the  same  relation  to  tlie  Japanese  Snow- 
ball that  the  High  Bush  Cranberry  (  Viburnum  opulis) 
is  to  the  Guelder  Rose  (  Viburnum  opulis  var.  sterilis). 
This  plant  has  very  showy  white  flowers,  borne  in  flat 
cymes  during  May  and  early  part  of  June.  Its  foli- 
age is  of  a  dark  olive-green  and  it  has  brownish 
branches.  It  makes  a  very  beautiful  lawn  plant, 
being  very  regular  in  its  habit  of  growth.  Price,  18 
in.,  50  cents;  2  ft.,  50  cents;  2.^-3  ft.,  SI.

Catesby's  Andromeda  {Leucothae  Catesbcei).

HERBACEOUS  PERENNIALS. 


Among  this  class  of  plants  we  have  no  doubt  one  of 
the  largest  collections  in  New  England,  if  not  in  the 
United  States,  having  made  this  cultivation  for  more 
than  twenty  years. 

Among  the  new  introductions  of  these  plants  that 
have  been  put  upon  the  market  within  the  last  few 
years  is  the  well-known  plant : 

Golden  Glow  {Rudheckia  laciniata  var.  tl.  pi.). 
It  is  a  fall-blooming  plant,  growing  to  the  height  of 
<3-8  ft.,  and  in  very  rich  cultivation  often  higher. 
The  foliage  of  this  plant  is  of  a  light  green  and  very 
deeply  lobed,  giving  a  very  pleasing  eft'ect  in  its 
appearance.  The  flowers  are  about  the  size  of  a 
small  orange,  borne  on  long  stems,  which  make  them 
very  suitable  for  cutting  purposes.  We  can  give  you 
very  large  clumps  or  ordinary-sized  plants.  Clumps, 
50  cents;   ordinary-sized  plants,  25  cents. 

Alleghany  Hollyhocks.  Perhaps  one  of  the 
most  interesting  of  the  newer  introductions  is  the 
new  fringed  perpetual-blooming  Alleghany  Holly- 
hock. This  is  a  novelty  in  the  race  of  Hollyhocks, 
l>eing  a  decided  improvement  in  all  respects  over  the 
old  varieties.  The  flowers  of  the  common  Holly- 
hock do  not  average  more  than  3  in.  in  diameter, 
while  in  this  new  class  of  Hollyhocks  they  are  seldom 
tess  than  5  in.  in  diameter,  and  quite  often  7  in.  In 
the  old-styled  Hollyhock  there  is  as  a  general  thing 
but  one  bud  formed  at  the  base  of  the  leaves,  Avhile 
in  this  variety  there  are  one  or  two  buds  formed  at  the 
base  of  the  leaves,  and  as  they  develop  and  then  fade 
away  new  buds  form  in  rotation,  making  it  perpetual 
in  bloom  from  July  imtil  cut  off  by  the  frost.  Price, 
35  cents  ;  $3.00  per  dozen.

FRUITS, 


Bismarck  Apple.  This  is  one  of  the  ne^v  intro- 
ductions in  the  fruit  line,  being  very  popular,  owing 
to  its  extreme  earliness  of  fruiting.  It  is  a  dwarf- 
growing  tree.  We  have  2-;')  ft.  trees  full  of  bloom 
buds.  It  is  proper  to  plant  in  gardens  4-6  ft.  apart, 
and  receive  a  good  crop  within  a  very  short  period. 
It  is  an  excellent  variety  to  be  used  in  pot  culture, 
trees  often  2-3  years  old  from  bud  bearing  quite 
successfully.

Ben  Davis.  This  is  one  of  the  most  reliable  ship- 
ping apples  that  we  have  to-day.  it  being  very  popular 
among  exporters  on  account  of  its  not  rottiug  as 
easily  as  most  varieties  Avhen  bruised.  It  grows  well 
in  all  parts  of  the  country  and  is  one  of  the  most 
profitable  for  the  nuirket.
